"The project will maintain the integrity of all permanent structures. The project will include replacing all rotted and hazardous wood 
from the benches and overhead shade structure to ensure usability and safety for residents. The project will also include building 10 
movable garden beds to be used by the residents. The garden beds will be wheelchair accessible. Along with construction, the 
volunteers will be painting the side walls and cement courtyard to add a clean and beautiful space for the residents." 










If the shade structure is what is causing the "safety and structural challenges", I suppose that can be removed. But otherwise, 
painting, repairing benches and building garden boxes should not be problematic.

I hope this finds the both of you doing well 
and off to a great start in 2016! I wanted to 
reach out and see if you may be able to help 
us out in a timely manner with an issue 
involving one of our projects. 

We have been talking with the Las Palmas 
Senior Center in the Promise Zone since 
November about doing a revitalization project 
there next Monday in honor of MLK Jr. Day. 
Allison & Ben from our team did multiple site 
visits, ordered thousands of dollars of 
suppliers, and recruited almost 100 
volunteers -- 70 from YPI alone -- for the 
event.

We are now in quite a jam here and want 
more than anything to do this project to serve 
the residents of the center and to get our 
partnership with the LAPZ off to a strong start 
in 2016. We also have 100 volunteers who 
are expecting to turn out in support of the 
Promise Zone and The Mission Continues on 
Monday who we do not want to disappoint.
